Death Conies After Short IMncss-Respect- 
cfl hy Students, Associates and Engineers 
-Joined leaching Staff in 1905. 

Professor Henry Martyn Mackay, T)can of thf; Faculty of 
Applied .Science, and one of the most renowned ,scientist.s of the 
University and of the continent, died early Saturday morning at 

the Royal Victoria Hospital after a week's 
illne.s.'i. 

Dean Mackay wna admitted to the hos- 
pital Sat. October 17, in a .serioii.s condition, 
and was immediately operated on. At fir.st 
he showed a very .slight improvement, but 
soon relap.sed into ;i very critical condition. 
Thirty yeans ago in Mexico he had bgi 
afflicted with malaria. Con.sequentiy hia 
si.stancc to illnes.s had been weakened! 
little hope wa.s held for his i-ecovery. 

The late Dean wa.« respected, admired, 
and cherished not only by hi.s own sturIent.T ' 
and associates, but by al! internation,!! en- 
gineering concerns and in.stitutions. He wa.s fundamentally a 
.scienti.st and he bent all his energies to the study of science, in 
ordf'i" to lenri a helping hand in the field of .science and invention.

Ifoiind lime lo be a successfiil engineer, 
an inspiring teacher and an able ad- 
ministrator, yet with all his official 
duties he was never beyond the reach 
of those seeking personal .idvicc. 

If Avas a privilege to be a pupil at 
the feet of such an as.«ured master of 
his calling as was Dt.-n Mackay. His 
achievements, and the high regard 
. which other members of the profcs- 
; sion held for him compelled the re- 
spect of his students, but more im- 
portant than this was Jtis kindly per- 
sonality and his encouraging counsel 
which broij^ht out the best in those 
he taught. 

Although deeply interested in the 
whole body of knowledge which com- 
poses applied science, his particular 
field Mas civil engineering. Mute testi- 
monies to his skill as a builder of 
bridges span rivers in all parts of the 
continent from Mexico to Canada. In 
his later ? ears experimental and ad- 
visory work occupied his attention and 
his colleagues of the Engineering In- 
stitute of Canada valued him imore 
highly for the contributions lo science 
^vhich came as th.e result of his experi- 
mental work than for any of the mag-, 
nificent .steel structures which he had 
designed. Only last year his services- 
were recognized with a five year ap- 
pointment to the Research Council of 
Canada! 

Sir Arthur Currie, who had the ad- 
vantage of intimate acquaintance with 
the late Dr. Mackay .spoke of him as 
"modest to a degree, wisely firm and 
eminently fair in his decisions thor- 
oughly equipped in his own field, in- 
: terested in the whole range of Applied 
Science and its influence on the life of 
today, a lo%al colleague, an efficient , 
administrator,, a wise counsellor, an 
ideal leader of his Faculty." 

Since the late Dean Mackay be- 
came associated with the McGilf Fac- 
ulty of Applied Science in 1904 a whole 
generation of students ha^e passed 
under his tutelage. They have gone in- 
to ^.Jie world during' a period which will 
be remembered sis one in which man 
made enormous strides in harnessing 
the forces of natur* for his. own bene- 
fit. On each, the quiet geniiis of Dean 
Mackay had laid its mark, and their 
efforts, and the efforts of those to 
■whom they will pass on thçir tradi- 
tions, will constitute a memorial to 
this man which will endure when his 
mulcriul works are forKotten.

Strangely enough, as It .-icems to u?, they 
know Htllc or no French, oC which nearly every 
ono In Eastern Canada has at least a smattering, 
whether from reading tho French signs and 
notices with which ho Is* continually surrounded, 
or from listening to the conversation of French 
people, and accustoming his ear to the sound ot 
the language. 

During tho sojourn in England, ono has n.aturalr. 
ly, no linguistic difficulty, but in Franco; .the 
trouble starts. Ono may perhaps do a good deal of 
vcr.v random groping, for words to express Ideas 
which one has never had occa.sloii to put into 
French when in America, but even at that one still 
has a great advantage over tho man whoso car 
has never listened to French conversation 'and 
whose knowletigc of pronunciation and grammar is 
both limited and childish, ; as is the caso with 
most American tourists. 

It is, however,- on arrival in Italy or Germany 
that ono realises tho utter, helplessness of some- 
one wliOEC ability is llmiteil to ono language.- If 
you know Frcncli in Italy, you will got by more 
easily; in Germany it Is certainly a help, whereas 
it you know German in Italy you will . probably 
get farther than you will on English. This Is ex- 
plained by the fact that most of Ihp', ^ïerm^hS; 
living in a part of Europe which by its'proximify to 
tho Xortli Sea and the Baltic has .a very unsettled 
climate, even in tlie summer, chooso the more re- 
liable climato of southern Europe for their holi- 
days, and staying for much longer periods than 
the Americans, leave a more definite linguistic if 
not financial impression behind them. If ono 
knows French and German, as was the case with 
this man, one often has occasion to act as inter 
prêter .for bewildered tourists, and thus one dc- 
iclops a certain contempt for their linguistic 
ignorance, especially of French \\-hich as a Mon£ 
rcaler. one expects everybody to .know at least 'a 
little of. In Italy, however, one soon ^ learns to 
sympathise' with tliem and conceit vanishes In thé 
common helplessness, although with the Frcncli 
and German^ one still has a considerable ad 
vantage, even in Italy. 

The Italian word for "ice cream" is "gelato" 
This bears absolutely no relation to the more 
familiar English word, as well as being totally 
different from the French "creme a la glace' and 
the German "Eis". How tlicn was the parched and 
dusty tourist, craning fi'om the window ot a 
jrimy train, when the thermometer registered 3ij 
degrees in the shade, and dying for a mouthful of 
that refreshing concoction to know that the 
"gelati", as an urchin was shouting as he walked 
along the platform with a tray of the attractive- 
looking individual containers, didn't mean "Jelly"? 

Tlicre are certain fundamental words whicli 
everybody contemplating a tour of Italy should 
acquaint Wmselt wltli. One is "Gc-latl". aiiotliei- 
is "Gracias", and he sliould learn the différence 
between the notorious twina, Caldo and Froddo; 
In addition to this, we would recommend his learn- 
jig to count from one to ten.

Included among 
tho 700,000 books in the .Library can bo found tho 
j|gmitiartoxta for neArly every course In Ponnayl- 
E?Sfilà" These texts are put ot tho disposal of ovcry 
student, it tho purchaso of these books wore ne- 
cessary by each Individual a college education would 
bo lmposslt)lo to many. , 

The. Library staff could, by being Intensely 
disagrceablc, out their Iosbob to almost nothing in 
tho same way that 1b used in municipal libraries 
throughout tho country, but such a course would 
mean a'dIstinetJcuétUlmcnt in tho sorviccB render- 
ed. It would nor'w^liard to station uniformed 
guards at tho rntrance, but It would bo treating 
ovcry studen like a ponlontlal criminal, and Mr, 
Dickinson, tho librarian, has slated that ho would 
liko to feel that nil aro honest. 

In a public library, It Is usually safe to assume 
thal'anyone taking out a book Iiob procured it from 
the library shelves, but tho student takes his own 
books witli liini to supplement his work. 

Tho temptation is great to remove a few per- 
tinent pages ot an assignment for later iiae. How- 
ever, tlicre often is only ono copy ot a book on hand 
and 'the next user suffers. 

Students who retain books tor more than the 
specified time are annoying, but the Library has the 
means iit its disposal to render Immediate punish- 
ment through heavy penalties. Tlic money so se- 
cured, and the amount reaches thousands of doiaru 
every year, ia spent on tho purhase of new edi- 
tions and no great harm is done beyond tho incon- 
venience. 

Tho Library only complaina of the foul blow 
for which U baa no defense. The blow of tho petty 
larceny, typo which ia carried out under cover, leav- 
ing no clues as to the offendcr'n identity.

An Inlcreating article under the title "Why 
Students Fail," written by llic Dean ot tho College, 
Princeton University, appeared in recent issuï ol 
the .Saturday T'JvcnIng Post. Tho author points out 
the distressing fact tiiut on the average only one 
of- lliree persona who conthiihce'h, 'cblliîgo"'career 
graduate with a diploma after a succossful course. 
Although the figures given refer to Unlvqrslltea in 
tho United; States they reveal condltlona also exist- 
ing in' Cunadinn Indtllullons.', Huch ' failures harm 
both the rndivldnai and tlie college, tlie fonnor liy 
sending liiin out into lliu world witii tlio stigma 
of failure upon him, and tlie latlor by the' Inacrllon 
of NO many weak links in the éducations chain. 

Perhaps the most outstanding reaspn for si^ch a I ,„„,,,|,,g la^t night cmno froni ' the deli 
high rate of mortality is that there are undaubl- cntessen. 
cdly largo niimhora ot High .Scliool graduatea who 
'Should hevôr bo admitted to college. They, are 
more fitted for further training In vocntioiuil 
solioolii or for direct cjitiy iiilo biiHlnes^s. 'I'lio liiii- 
vcrsities aro aoniewliaL at fault, in taking uiidor 
llieir wImk l.'imii (lucUa wiio iiavn not proved abilily 
lo continue In collcgo work by iiassing rldig teutu 
of the college itself. Iftiero presentation of a cer- 
tificate showing a student lo liavo coinplctod a 
certain course and passed certain cxa)nlnatl.ons 
over which iho Univerally haa no direct control ia 
not aiitficlcnt roof of ability lo profit by the in 
siructioii profuHSurs offers. Univiu'slliod should not 
take -"run ot m|no" utudcnts.
